1 . A hat mountable flag device for removably positioning on a hat, said 
device comprising: 

a rod being elongated and having a first end and a second end , said rod having a 
35 break therein such that a first section and a second section of said rod is 

defined, a coupler being attached to said first and second sections for 
pivotallv coupling said first and second sections together such that an 
angle between said first and second sections may selectively be chosen, 
said angle being generally from 45 degrees to 180 degrees ; 
40 a flag being mounted on said rod; and 
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
